Speaking before the Lompoc Jaycees 
last

Democrat Hart argued over the latter’s 
proposal to reduce the houses in the 
state legislature from two to one 


Nebraska is the only state which 
operates under the unicameral system 
Hart claimed a one-house legislature 
would 
save 
California 
taxpayers 
anywhere from $10 to $15 million in 
legislative costs alone. 
Terry 
countered 
by 
admitting 
a 
possible savings to taxpayers but added 
that if Hart’s proposal became a reality, 
a sense of checks and balances in 
government would be lost 
The Republican asserted that with a 


two-house 
structure 
there 
is 
the 
situation where “ A is always looking 
over B ’s shoulder .” In a unicameral 
structure, according 
to Terry, this 
would be lacking. 
Hart said under the present system 
there is a duplication of services — both 
state senators and state assemblymen 
are elected according to population 
What happens quite often under the 
two-house system, according to Hart, is 
that a liberal state senator will, in

The appointments were the outgrowth 
of a joint session yesterday of the two 
commissions 
George 
Hutson, 
field 
deputy for Fourth District Supervisor 
Francis H 
Beattie was on hand to 


explain county parks commission plans 
for the park Hutson said the county will 
activate permanent toilets, improve the 
picnic area and parking lot and elevate 
the access road to prevent flooding in 
heavy storms. He said beyond that, the 
county 
has 
no 
present 
plans 
for 
developing other recreation features at 
the 
park. 
The 
improvements 
are 
planned for this year or after the spring 
rains of next year Hutson said. 
Hutson’s remarks came in response to 
criticism that the park was not being 
adequately maintained and that an 
elaborate landscaping and development 
plan produced by the city had gone 
begging. 
Planning 
Commission 
Chairman 
Robert Kramg said he had visited the 
park recently and declared “ I was 
apalled at the sanitary conditions at the 


park.” 
Hutson told 
the group that 
present 
plans 
call 
for 
clean 
up 
operations at regular intervals. 


Later Kramg said he didn't favor an 
intense development at the park, but felt 
there could be better maintenance and 
more landscaping. 


Akronowitz cited the hazards of a boat 
ramp in disrepair on the shore line of 
Ocean Park Lagoon and noted an 
inadequate walkway from the park to 
the ocean itself. During the discussion 
on proposals for improvement of the 
Lagoon, Fick, who serves Vandenberg 
as an engineer, said the Air Force has 
commissioned an environmental study 
by the University of San Diego as a basis 
for further action Jurisdiction over the 
lagoon is split between the Air Force

one-time 
personal attorney for President Richard 
M. 
Nixon, 
went 
to 
work

construction crew yesterday as an 
inmate at the minimum security camp 
at 
Lompoc’s 
Federal 
Correctional 
Institution (F C I). 
Sentenced to a term of six to 18 
months. Kalmbach began serving his 
time July 1 in Washington D C and was 


later transferred here, arriving Friday 
night under custody. 
Also fined $10,000 for his role in the 
scandal, Kalmbach was found guilty of 
violation 
of 
the 
federal 
Corrupt 
Practices Act and of making ‘‘promises 
of employment for political activity.” 
Expressing no work preference except 
that he work out of doors, Kalmbach, 
who was once in the Navy and learned to 
read navigational equipment, was put to 
work operating surveying equipment 
with a camp construction crew working 
on improving the institution’s sewage 
treatment plant to bring it up to state 
pollution standards.

Humphrey added. “ The committee 
made a very exhaustive study We found 
nothing in those documents or hearings 
of any significance to cause us to change 
our minds. The decision made at Dr. 
Kissinger’s nomination hearings still 
stands.” 
Kissinger said all he did concerning 
the wiretaps was to provide names of 
individuals who had access to the leaked 
documents.

Kissinger would stay on as secretary 
even if Nixon resigns or is impeached 
“ He is needed,” Humphrey said. “ His 
role is good. He's a tremendous national 
asset.”

He pointed out the Lompoc City 
Council and the Santa Barbara Board of 
Supervisors do not have two sets of 
boards and that the people are best 
represented that way 


One point that the candidates did 
agree on was the question of offshore 
drilling in Santa Barbara Channel Both 
Terry and 
Hart oppose the idea of 
continuing drilling off the coast 


Terry suggested the whole area be put 
into an “ energy reserve” and not be put 
to use until there was no other possible 
alternative for fuel 
In a question and answer period which 
followed the debate, members of the 
audience queried each candidates on 
specific state wide issues 


One question that was brought up 
concerned the strength of labor unions in 
the political spectrum. Terry said labor 
unions had

power than 
was 
healthy

President Nixon told his Cabinet today he does not intend 
to resign and believes “ the Constitution is the overriding factor” in his 
determination to stay in office 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon told reporters after the almost two-hour 
meeting that “ the President sincerely believes he has not committed an 
impeachable offense ” 
Despite his action Monday admitting he withheld damaging evidence about his 
involvement in the Watergate cover-up. Simon said Nixon expressed to his Cabinet 
the “ firm resolve not to have the tragedy of Watergate obscure’’ the accom 
plishments of his administration 


Peppered with questions by a crowd of 
reporters on the lawn outside the west 
wing of the White House. Simon said no 
Cabinet member recommended to Nixon 
that he resign 
But the President's support from 
members of his own Republican Party 
eroded seriously, and the third ranking 
GOP House 
leader, 
Rep 
John B. 
Anderson of llinois, said this afternoon 
that House party leaders had reached a 
“ consensus that Nixon should res gn 
Anderson said the leaders decided on 
no course of action “ for a day or so, until 
we see what comes out of the Cabinet 
meeting " 
At the meeting, Simon said, the 
President explained the revelations in 
his written statement Monday in which 
he said he now realized he had failed to 
give important information regrding the 
Watergate 
cover-up 
to 
the 
House 
Judiciary Committee considering his 
impeachment, as well as to his lawyers 
and the public. 
Nixon said the information he had 
passed on was “ incomplete and in some 
respects erroneous” as well as “ at 
variance” with his previous statements 
that he was not aware of involvement of 
White House officials in the cover-up 
until March 21. 1973 
The Cabinet meeting prompted Vice 
President Gerald R Ford to call off a 
scheduled speech in order to attend 
Simon said 
Ford concurred in the 
President’s remarks Ford has said he 
will 
cease 
publicly 
defending 
the 
President 
against 
impeachment 
allegations. 
Labor Secretary Peter J. Brennan 
echoed Simon’s remarks about Nixon’s 
determination to stay in the job and said 
Cabinet members were determined to 
remain in their posts. 


“ Everybody is staying — we’ve got a 
lot of work to do,” Brennan told 
reporters “ Everyone is determined to 
do his job ” 
Simon said “ the President expressed 
the firm resolve not to have the tragedy 
of Watergate obscure the fact that a lot 
of determined and dedicated men are 
working on” the nation's problems.

apparently 
postponing

to discuss the Mideast situation. 


Nixon chatted easily with his aides at 
the beginning of the meeting, but the 
overflow crowd of reporters allowed 
briefly in the Cabinet room for routine 
picture-taking could not hear what he 
said It was the first time that most of 
them had seen the President in a week 
Nixon’s top aides insisted that he is 
not going to resign and believe he has a

President Nixon during the Watergate 
crisis, called on the President today to 
immediately go before Congress “ and 
make a 
full disclosure of all the 
information he has.” 
At his first capitol news conference in 
more than a month, the Republican 
governor said until Nixon’s disclosures 
Monday, “ I was not convinced that 
evidence of an impeachable offense had 
been presented to the Congress or the 
people ” 
“ Now for the first time, it has been 
revealed that neither the Congress nor 
the American people had been told the 
entire truth about Watergate,” Reagan 
said 
In 
response 
to 
a 
question, 
the 
governor, a leading contender for the 
1976 presidential nomination, said now 
“ there is’’ evidence of an impeachable 
offense, 
but 
later 
softened 
that 
assessment under further questioning. 


“ I believe it is absolutely imperative 
that 
he 
go 
before 
the 
Congress 
immediately and make a full disclosure 
of all the information he has on this 
matter, answering any and all questions 
the members may 
have,” 
Reagan 
declared 
“ The constitutional process 
should then go forward in order to bring 
about a speedy resolution of this issue ” 


He said, “ The American people are 
entitled to this as well as to the whole 
truth — once and for a ll.” 
Reagan, 
termed 
himself 
“ deeply 
disturbed, shocked and saddened” by 
Nixon’s disclosures that he withheld 
information from the House Judiciary 
Committee

Bomb blast rips Los Angeles 
airport ticketing area

The 
explosion of a bomb ripped like a “ blast 
of wind” through the lobby of an 
overseas airlines ticketing area at Los 
Angeles International Airport today, 
killing some bystanders and injuring at 
least a score of others. 
Los Angeles county coroner’s office 
said four persons were killed. 
The fire department said five persons 
were critically injured, nine others were 
taken to Centinela Valley Hospital with 
minor injuries and another nine were 
treated at the scene Several others 
were injured but refused treatment. 
A spokesman for the airline said the 
explosion occurred at 8:10 a m. and 
was set off in a public com operated 
locker between the 
Pan American 
checking 
counter 
and 
the 
Korean 
Airlines counter. 
A fire department paramedic said the 
fatal victims were right in front of the 
blast. 
“ They were burned and blown apart,” 
he said 
John Semanik, 57, of Rancho Palos 
Verdes, had just arrived at the curb in 
front of the building moments before the 
explosion. 


He described the blast as 
a heavy 
blast of wind.” He suffered minor 
injuries. 
His wife, who had already entered the 
building, escaped injury but said it was 
“ like being in a wind tunnel with air 
whooshing all about. 
“ I saw several people tumble aid fall 
to the floor. 
The explosion occurred near the area 
where passengers leave the lobby to 
walk down a tunnel to the plane 
embarkation area 
No planes were damaged.

Lounsberry, however, said 
Butz was right in seeking to 
prevent panic 
and 
keeping 
commmodity speculators from 
creating a false market. 
Nebraska Gov. J.J. Exon also 
said Butz would have to be 
misinformed to think that the 
drought would not affect food 
supplies. 
“ There is no panic in the 
m idlands,’’

“ Rather, there is a realistic 
assessment of conditions."

O’Brien was one of four 
hostages handcuffed to Carras­ 
co and his confederates, Rudol- 
pho Dominguez and Ignacio 
Cuevas, as they emerged from 
their lair in the prison library 
Saturday night. 
Carrasco and his cohorts held 
12 hostages in the library for 11

brary books and shielded by the 
eight other hostages, they were 
met by 13 state and federal law 
officers who called on them to 
surrender.

The measure (SR1745) was 
defeated by an 1815 margin, 
three votes short of the 21 -vote 
majority needed 
But its author. Sen Dennis E 
Carpenter, R-Newport Beach, 
sought 
and 
was 
granted 
permission 
to 
have 
it 
reconsidered later. 
Among those voting for the 
bill was Sen. 
Mervyn 
M 
Dymally of Los Angeles, the 
Democratic nomineee for lieu­ 
tenant governor in the Nov. 5 
election He stood to benefit 
$7,500 a year ii elected 
His Republican rival for 
lieutenant governor, Sen John 
L Harmer of Glendale, did not 
vote. 
The measure would have 
raised the salary for governor, 
beginning next year after the 
elections, from the present 
level of $49,100 to $60,000 For 
attorney general the pay would 
have increased from $42,500 to 
$51,155 
Other 
constitutional 
officers - lieutenant governor, 
secretary of state, controller, 
treasurer and superintendent 
of public instruction would 
have received boosts from 
$35.000 to $42,500 
Carpenter acknowledged the 
effort was "not particularly 


popular" with the public, but 
argued the officials were not 
being paid commensurate with 
their responsibilities 
He said the governor now 
receives less than 73 state 
employes and many other civil 
servants at other levels of 
government. As an example, he 
said the city engineer of lx>s 
Angeles makes $72.000

Bakersfield, challenged other

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“ Keep your feet downstream and your behind as high as possible" kept 
racing through my mind as the roar of the rapids increased to the point of 
blocking out all other sound on the river With these instructions having been 
given us by the boatmen several hours earlier in case one fell out of the raft, 
we found some consolation in repeating them over and over to help quel) the 
fear which welled within the stomach This was white-water boating on a wild 
river and it was beautiful. 
The trip was to last five days under the auspices of the American River 
Touring Association, with two days being spent on the relatively placid 
Stanislaus River and three on the much more volatile Tuolomne, the latter 
being one of the top white-water rivers in the United States. Sixteen people in 
four boats, in addition to four boatmen, made up the party, together with 
supplies for five days. At first glance, the rafts, navy surplus by nature, 
seemed large and cumbersome, but they became much smaller and more 
maneuverable as the rapids became larger, longer and more dangerous. 
“ Everything going in, goes back out, one way or another!", were our 
instructions. Cigarette butts and pop-tops were to be kept in any available 
pocket, rather than discarded along the nver. The only supplies remaining 
behind us as we progressed down the river were enough fishing line and tackle 
to supply a small sports shop. And even though fun, the fishing was lousy. 


The Stanislaus River is a river in a fight for its life. The New Melones Dam, 
which will be a statewide issue on the November ballot, threatens its 
existence as a "wild river," and the boatmen who earn their livings and live 
their lives there are very outspoken opponents of the dam. While the fiscal 
aspects of their opposition to the dam are readily understandable, and 
expected, it is not that which impresses the listener These men express their 
opposition in terms of what will be lost to all the people who would otherwise 
have had the river as an experience in their lives., to grow from and to revel in 
for years to come. The Stanislaus is one of the most used rivers in our state for 
white-water trips, and presents a panorama both beautiful and threatening, 
from its flora and fauna to its rapids which form over lava and limestone 
boulders as large as some homes. The companies and individuals who use the 
river for fun and profit are extremely jealous of its natural beauty, and 
protect it with their words as well as actions. Thousands of people ride the 
Stan each summer, and their passage is recorded only by some cleared areas 
for sleeping among the rocks which line the shore, and the ocassional remains 
of a camp fire. 
The Tuolomne River, on the other hand, is protected by the state from 
overuse by boating companies. Only nine companies are allowed to use the 
Tuolomne, and only one company may start down the river each day, with a 
maximum of twenty people per trip The unwise can very easily die in these 
waters, and several have in recent years through carelessness and over 
confidence. 


Drifting lazily through a stretch of calm water, looking into the clear depths 
for any sign of a fish, we feel the increasing speed as the boat nears the 
rapids. “ The river drops about 40 feet from this level to the next, so this should 
be a pretty rowdy ride. What’s the name of this rapid?" An answer comes 
back which is an explanation and warning Both heighten your anticipation as 
you see your destination. Grips tighten on ropes and hand holds as the front of 
the raft drops into the first trough. The spray soaks everyone on the boat, but 
goes unnoticed as a fast-approaching rock threatens Sideways around the 
rock and backwards through the next series of troughs and peaks ... over 
submerged boulders and into the holes waiting on the other side. Screams of 
surprize and excitement escape from the passenger’s lungs unconsciously as 
each potential hazard is dealt with, and the run is over. Looks of 
accomplishment flush each face and an instant replay is recorded in speech. 
How will the next boat handle it? Better, or not as well, is irrelevant The rush 
of adrenalin is there, no matter, and good is not necessarily better. 


Dinner at ten o’clock in the evening around a campfire shared by passengers 
and crew ... beef stroganoff and zucchini, chased with coffee, beer or 
whatever .Smiling faces under sunburn, tired but at the same time invigorated 
by the highs of the day ... looking toward tomorrow’s rapids, water fights and 
the cammeraderie which brings twenty people of widely divergent 
backgrounds together in a common bond of friendship, understanding, and 
love for the experience. New relationships starting and old ones growing, and 
above all, a thankfulness for the foresight to have said "Y e s" to the 
opportunity. 


On a rock-strewn shore we wait. We have had two days of river and white 
water, but this is different This is the Tuolomne. We have talked about it for

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Flashlights in hand, we climb the trail to what has been described as an 
Indian cave used for religious practices some three centuries before We see 
the mortars and pestels and hear the explanations to “ Why?” Venturing 
further into the cave, sometimes on hands and knees, we pass through and 
under still forming stalaotites until we come to a large room several hundred 
feet into the side of the mountain. For fun we extinguish our lights and 
experience the total darkness a cave affords But a tension from deep within 
each person in that room manifests itself through rotten jokes, other cave 
experiences and general noise which reaffirms continuation even without 
light. "Those who want to find their way out of the cave without light can stay. 
Anyone else can leave now " We knew it was coming but had hoped not. How 
can we refuse the experience? And the guide knows his way out, having done 
this ten times before But with the lights not only out, but gone, that fear some 
call claustrophobia comes on in spades and the fight for calm begins The only 
thing in our consideration for the next thirty minutes is the location of the 
tennis shoe worn by the person in front of us With eyes straining for some sign 
of what is beside or in front of us, and our hands filling the void normally filled 
by sight, we slowly make our way out of the cave and into the bright sunlight, 
feeling bom again and somehow lucky to escape an unknown or unthought-of 
fear. 


"O .K.! We need sleeping bags to put on the outside to help keep the heat in! 
A call for assistance in building a sauna Willows had already been cut 
and bent to form a small dome, over which we place plastic and then sleeping 
bags. Rocks are heated in the campfire and carried to the sauna in a picket, 
where water is slowly poured over them. F.>* 20 minutes we sweat and slide 
against one another, not talking a lot for the neat When the rocks cool totthe 
point of failing to boil the water, it’s a quick dash to the 55 degree river ana ... 
ecstasy. We are told the California Indians sustained a fairly high mortality 
rate through this practice. 


More rapids and intense sun fill our days until seven o clock Friday night, 
and the trip is over. Five days of sun, friendship and white water come to an 
end with one of the better rides of the week and a two-mile paddle across a 
lake to a point at which are met with transport back to our cars. 
The river has made a lasting impression on twenty people, and the 
depression at its being over isn’t lessened by our first experience with 
civilization in five days...a litter strewn parking lot. This has been more than 
a casual brush with wildness. It has brought home to all of us the importance 
of preserving our natural habitat and especially those aspects of it which can 
give us a better understanding of what has gone before, and what we will all 
lose if it is not protected as diligently as at present. 


two days and the time has come. Stories about previous trips and prior 
disasters run rampant among the passengers and crew Clothing, food, fishing 
equipment and 
14 cases of beer are safely stored aboard the rafts. The 
boatmen pick their passengers and we shove off. 
Within the first two miles of this river, from starting point, the river falls 
about 80 feet per mile. The average fall over the total length of our trip is 35 
feet per mile as compared to 13 feet per mile on the Stanislaus It’s a different 
river, and one which demands respect from passengers as well as crew We’re 
up psychologically, scared, and putting a lot of faith in boat and boatmen 
The first rapids are fast, wide and furious and within seconds two boats get 
hung up on rocks. As we pass, there seems to be an uncommon amount of 
commotion, but we continue on and put to shore at the foot of the run. 
"Someone’s in the water! It’s Ju lie !" Pinned with her back against a boulder 
and a hundred feet of rapids downstream, she waits for something to happen 
A boatman carefully wades to a strategic rock and throws a line to the raft. 
First things first, but the raft won’t budge. Its high centered on a rock and the 
passengers have to come ashore ... 50 feet across roily white water on a ¥4 


inch rope They make it safely, but what about Julie? A boatman moves slowly 
into the river above her location and deftly bounces downstream, coming to 
rest next to her and the two of them proceed downstream through the rapids 
and swim safely to shore With a little pulling, the raft comes free and is 
guided to shore where it is bailed and checked for holes. Thank God! The 
beer’s safe! "W ell, we’ve been on this river for a half mile and two hours. 
Eighteen miles to go, and the next rapid is even better than this one’ And the 
sun beats down

convinced he w ill prove his innocence 
w hen his case c o m e s to trial. The puzzle 
is that a m an of C onnaily's w ealth 
should have been diddling around, as the 
indictm ent ch arges, with $10,000 in a 
m ilk fund payoff. 
C onnaily is a prize exam p le of the 
poor boy to m illionaire syndrom e that 
H ounshes in the 
m o st exotic form in 
T ex a s. His father w as 
the second butcher in 
the 
butcher shop in 
F lo resv ille, his birth­ 
p la ce 
T hat 
syndrom e 
in 
e v en more luxuriant 
form was evid en t in 
the career ol Lyndon 
Johnson As his friend 
and political 
m entor. Johnson brought Connaily to 
W ashington to be his assistan t in 1937 
w hen the late P resid en t w as a young 
congressm an 
T he young aid e who w as to hold a 
su ccession of 
high offices, including 
th ree term s as governor of T exas, got 
his schooling from a tough m a ster who 
knew every a n g le of the p olitics of 
influence and pull.

Both am ounts w ere 
taxab le. 
Y et after his death in 1973, his estate 
w as estim ated at $35 to $40 m illion This 
included the sev era l m illions he had 
previously given to his two daughters 
Lynda Bird Robb and Luci Nugent. 
T he bulk of the e sta te was in valuable 
television and radio properties and in 
la rg e landholdings, som e of w hich had 
been disposed 
of 
shortly before his 
d eath One television property had been 
sold not long before for $9 m illion. 
T o this reporter’s knowledge only one 
new spaper, the W all Street Journal, did 
an in-depth in vestigation of how the 
P resid en t and M rs. Johnson acquired 
the TV stations. 
Influence and pressure m arked the 
trail 
that 
m ade 
it 
im possible 
tor 
“ outsiders" to co m p ete in the Johnson 
dom ain in T exas. I w as at the ranch as 
the Journal a rticles appeared and the 
P resid en t vented his wrath in typical 
Johnsonian fashion. 
P ow er and m oney w ere the tw o poles

attraction 
for 
Connaily 
and

m en tor Power m ean t money. It w as as 
sim p le as that sin ce , as has so often

U nlike so m any others, how ever, the 
C ash fam ily did not take the bug-out 
route aw ay from the creditors. Solid 
p eop le, with an adm irable sen se of re­ 
sponsibility and obligation, th ey are 
using a little known f ederal bankruptcy 
law which all concerned ought to favor. 


T he law called the Wage E arner Plan, 
cou p les the C ashes with the cou rts in a 
negotiated effort to settle all cla im s. 


It works as follow s: 
Badgered by 
cred itors, threatened with suits, warned 
ol garnishm ents, Mr. and M rs 
Cash 
applied for protection and a ssista n ce 
f r o m 
a 
b a n k ru p tcy 
c o u r t. 
On 
application, a judge ordered an end to 
th e 
h arassm en t 
and 
a ssig n ed 
a 
casew ork er 
to 
study 
the 
fam ily 
situation. 


Adding assets and debts, n eed s and 
actu alities, the casew orker d evised a 
new fam ily budget and the judge ruled it 
valid 
The C ashes had to give up an 
unnecessary autom obile and a g ree not 
to open new ch arges, but w ere allow ed 
to keep their hom e, adequate w eekly 
ex p en ses and dignity while paying off 
accou n ts at an over-all rate of $12 a 
w eek 
S ays the couple n o w : “ It’s a w onderful 
thing. We aren’t afraid anym ore. We 
recom m end 
it 
for 
anyone w h o’s in 
trouble today." 
T he 
recom m endation 
is 
ju stified . 
U nfortunately, it is also naive. Though 
econ om ic sta tistics indicate hundreds of 
thousands of A m erican s are currently in

com parative handful are finding relief

With the 
R epublicans riding

S ecretary Connaily presided o v er the 
m eetin g of the fin ance m inisters of the 
G roup of Ten that reached an agreem ent 
on th e realignm ent of exchange rates.

The agreem ent lasted hardly 
m ore than a year. 
Y et the P resident was enam ored of 
the big, tough-talking Texan w ho. in 
1972, headed D em ocrats for N ixon. He 
had a ll the bold assu ran ce that N ixon, so 
in secu re in his background, lacked 
W hat has been forgotten is th at the 
P resid en t after Spiro Agnew’s dow nfall 
first offered the v ice presidency to 
C onnaily who declin ed because he felt 
that D em ocrats in C ongress could block 
his confirm ation. E v en if he got through, 
it w ould be after a bruising fight that 
w ould seriously im p air his chances tor 
the presidential nom ination 
N ow this all goes glim m ering for the 
boy from F loresville who moved into the 
b rack et of private planes and $400 suits. 
It is one more trial in the long tragic 
p rocession haunting this grisly year of 
our disillusion. 


in th e bankruptcy W age Earner P lan. 
Slightly less than 19,000 people used 
the law (officially. Chapter 13 of the 
Bankruptcy 
Act) 
in 
the 
first 
eight 
m onths of fiscal ‘74: one federal judge 
b eliev es “ the figure is 10 tim es too low ” 
O ne reason so few people use the plan 
is that so few know about it. And one 
reason for that is that many of the 
o fficia ls who are supposed to pursue and 
ad m in ister the law are instead ignoring 
and ev en hiding it. 
T he governm ent doesn’t publicize it 
for fear big creditors will grum ble, the 
fed eral bankruptcy judges don’t push it 
b ecau se it is a com plicated process 
often involving lengthy demands on their 
tim e, and law yers often fail to inform 
clien ts of the alternative because it 
o ffers m inim al attorney com pensation. 
T he situation is so bad in som e states, 
such a s New H am pshire, that c a se s tor 
the W age Earner P lan are as rare as 
fin gers 
on a 
w orm . 
Many law yers 
actu ally direct elig ib les away from it by 
lying. They claim it will destroy 
a cli­ 
e n t’s cred it rating forever 
O ther states — M aryland and Indiana, 
to n am e two — d iscourage Chapter 13 
participation by insisting that courts 
reduce applicants into poverty (by, say, 
taking their hom es) before allow ing a 
debt-paym ent plan. 
M aine, however, 
is one exception. 
Bankruptcy judges 
there believe the 
best 
way 
to 
p rotect 
debtors 
and 
cred itors alike is to catch trouble as 
early a s possible. 
“ If you wait too long,” says Judge 
Conrad Cyr, "the fam ily may ge too far 
gone to pay anything; then the only 
altern ative is straight bankruptcy w here 
cred itors wind up w ith maybe 10 cen ts 
on th e dollar.” 
As 
it 
is, 
people 
in 
Maine 
are 
encouraged to bring their money w oes to 
the cou rts early, creditors are receiving 
(if ta r d ily ) full balance, and som e 90 per 
cent of those on the Wage Earner Plan 
are discharging their debts with honor. 
The M aine plan su cceed s because it 
d isa sso ciates bankruptcy from hoary 
stigm a. Chapter 13 is a responsible plan 
and w hen it works right it affords a rare 
opportunity for people, capitalism and 
governm ent to work in concert 
“ W e r e 
not 
asham ed," 
says 
Mrs. 
Cash. “ Why, som e creditors are even 
callin g 
to say 
th ey 
appreciate 
our 
b u siness."
